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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Glatkowski et al in view of Asakawa et al in further view of Tsipursky 
et al. 

Glatkowski et al discloses a method of depositing nano-particles on objects 
including the steps of forming a nano-particle dispersion comprising: providing a 
polymer comprising an acrylate (para 0108), providing a metal component (para 0039), 
providing a carrier (para 0053), The resultant nano-particle dispersion comprises nano- 
particles having a mean average diameter of about 10 nm or less. The dispersion 
further comprises an UV stabilizer (para 0067) Since deposition occurs it is assumed 
that there is pulled the dispersion into or onto the object. 

Glatkowski et al does not disclose coating a micro-structured object having 
features formed thereon, wherein each of the features have a dimension of between 50 
nm and 200 microns with the nano-particle dispersion forming a nano-composite. 
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Asakawa et al discloses coating a micro-structured object having features formed 
thereon, wherein each of the features have a dimension of between 50 nm and 200 
microns (para 0001). 

It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to include coating 
a micro-structured object having features formed thereon, wherein each of the features 
have a dimension of between 50 nm and 200 microns because Asakawa et al teaches 
need in the electronics art for micro-structured objects (para 0002). 

Glatkowski et al and Asakawa et al neither disclose an acrylate selected from the 
group consisting of a sodium acrylate, potassium acrylate, or calcium acrylate. 

Tsipursky et al discloses sodium acrylate (col 38, lines 38-42). 

It would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to include sodium 
acrylate as the acrylate generally disclosed to Glatkowski et al because Tsipursky et al 
teaches such as suitable as water-soluble/water-dispersible (col 38, lines 38-42) and 
Glatkowski et al teaches acrylate usage. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed of record have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Glatkowski et al appears to disclose acrylate use per se (para 0108),
